They told me to leave the machines 
at my home and they would show me how to manipulate them when 
newe ssaxrye However, they brought no literature for me to 

copy and I have never done anywork at all for them and they 
have never nanded me any moneye 

I do not know where these two men are living but their 
descriptions are as followss , 

SONG. Native of Chingkiang; aged about 283 height about 55"; 
round face; fair complexions cropped hair; no glasses3 
wears Chinese clothing; appears to be of the merchant 
class and seems to be very respectablee 

ZUNG. Native of Soochows aged about 3523 height about 5'7%3 
long face; fair complexion; long hair patted in the 
middle; wears Chinese clothing; appears to be of the 
mercaint class and seems quiéé respectable. 

I am not a communist and am not a member of any partye I 
have never been arrested before and have never been approached 
by anyone regarding matters appersaing to radical thought. I 
personally am not interested in politics at all.
